Cam R anh B ay , 195 m iles n orth­ 
ea st of Saigon. All except four 
of the w ounded w ere patients. 
The four w ere m em b ers of the 
hospital staff. The Viet Cong did 
not lose a m an. 
M ilitary spokesm en said Viet 
Cong te rrorists set Off a 60- 
pound b om b in front of the lan ­ 
guage school in Saigon, killing 
eight V ietnam ese and w ounding 
62, including 23 U.S. Air F orce 
m en. T hree of the A m ericans 
w ere hospitalized.

It w as the firs t serious 
te rrorist a ttac k in Saigon since 
Jun e 25, w hen a b om b w recked 
a governm ent postal sub station. 
The spokesm an reported the 
escaping te rrorists plan ted b oo­ 
b y tra p s w rapped in pink p a p e r 
and a t le ast one othe r b om b in 
the neighb orhood b ut all failed 
to explode. 
Cam R anh Bay w as consid­ 
ered the m ost secure of all U.S.

Viet Reds Attack Cam Ranh Bay Hospital 


SAIGON (AP) — The 
Viet 
Cong staged two sensational at­ 
tacks 
today, 
penetrating the 
supposedly secure U.S. base a t ’ 
Cam Ranh Ray, hurling bombs 
and firing rifles at hospital pa­ 
tients, and setting off a bomb in 
front of an American-run lan­ 
guage school in Saigon. Casual­ 
ties were heavy in both. 
The U.S. Command said two 
Americans were killed and 67 
wounded as the Viet Cong ram­ 
paged 
through 
a 
block-long 
Army convalescent hospital in 


Cam Ranh Bay, 195 miles north­ 
east of Saigon. All except four 
of the wounded were patients. 
The four were members of the 
hospital staff. The Viet Cong did 
not lose a man. 
Military spokesmen said Viet 
Cong terrorists set Off a 60- 
pound bomb in front of the lan­ 
guage school in Saigon, killing 
eight Vietnamese and wounding 
62, including 23 U.S. Air Force 
men. Three of the Americans 
were hospitalized. 
The dead were five civilians 


and 
three 
soldiers. 
Of 
the 
wounded, 30 were Vietnamese 
soldiers, six were Vietnamese 
civilians and three were Thai 
soldiers. 
Damage 
to 
buildings 
was 
heavy in both attacks. Associat­ 
ed 
Press W riter Rick 
Merron 
reported from Cam Ranh Bay 
that more than a dozen build­ 
ings were destroyed or dam­ 
aged, including several wards, 
two officers barracks and the 
chapel. 
In Saigon, a spokesman said 


the school was 30 per cent de­ 
stroyed and 14 other buildings 
were heavily damaged or de­ 
stroyed. It was the first serious 
terrorist attack in Saigon since 
June 25, when a bomb wrecked 
a government postal substation. 
The spokesman reported the 
escaping terrorists planted boo­ 
by traps wrapped in pink paper 
and at least one other bomb in 
the neighborhood but all failed 
to explode. 
Cam Ranh Bay was consid­ 
ered the most secure of all U.S. 


bases in Vietnam, and the 
at­ 
tack caught the Americans by 
surprise. 
There were 732 patients in the 
hospital, most of them recover­ 
ing from illnesses rather than 
battle 
wounds. 
First 
reports 
said 99 Americans were wound­ 
ed and IO others were missing. 
Later the wounded toll was re* 
duced, and a U.S. Command 
spokesman said he had no re­ 
ports of any missing. 
The huge coastal base at Cam 
Ranh Bay has been considered 


the 
American 
installation 
in 
Vietnam least vulnerable to at­ 
tack. It was for that reason that 
it was picked as the site for 
President Lyndon B. Johnson's 
two visits to Vietnam, in Octo­ 
ber 1966 and December 1967. 
The U.S. Command said it 
was the first time the hospital 
had been attacked in the three 
years it has been operating and 
was the first attack on the Cam 
Ranh 
peninsula 
in 
nearly

year. 
The small Viet Cong band cut 


through the barbed wire around 
the hospital compound appar­ 
ently without alerting anyone. 
Moving through darkness, the 
raiders slipped by trip wires 
that would have set off defen­ 
sive flares and a series of sand­ 
bagged 
bunkers 
manned 
by 
American guards. The comman­ 
dos were in the center of the 
compound 
before 
they

their presence knowm, and es­ 
caped less than half an hour lat­ 
er, apparently via the same cut

dead were vacationers at a re­ 
treat operated by the Bethany 
F e l l o w s h i p , a Minneapolis 
church group. The sheriff’s of­ 
fice said that in the vicinity of 
Outing there were “seven or 
eight dead and three known 
missing.” 
Two more victims died in the 
Island Lake area, north of Du­ 
luth, at the northeastern tip of a 
100-mile path ripped by the 
twisters. 
National Guardsmen sealed 
off the heavily hit areas around 
Outing and nearby Emily. 
The Weather Bureau said it 
was the worst loss of life from 
tornadoes in history for the 
uorthem Minnesota area. 
The twisters were spawned in 
black thunderclouds that fol­ 
lowed a day of stifling heat and 
high humidity. 
The Weather Bureau estimat­ 
ed that at least eight wind fun­ 
nels were involved. Also hard­ 
hit were the Hibbing, Floodwood 
and Duluth regions. 
Ten persons were brought to 
hospitals in the Hibbing-Chish- 
oim-Virginia area. Another six 
were taken to hospitals in Du­ 
luth. 
Ralph S. Moore, a power com­ 
pany employe staying at Island 
Lake near Duluth, said the 
storm hit with a “ pure white 
curtain of wind-driven rain.” 
It took two hours to clear a 
path through fallen trees for 
ambulances to reach the scene. 
Shattered trees were piled 
and twisted like wooden match­ 
es in the Outing area, a blend of 
thick forests, lakes and small 
forms.

shaped glands ab out the size of 
small plums. They lie in the 
pelv is, or the lower ab domen, 
one on each side of the womb . 
The prime functions of the 
ov aries is to produee the ov um, 
or egg, which when fertilized 
b y the male sperm, starts the 
process of dev elopment of the 
child. 
In addition to this most im- 
po r t a n t characteristic, the 
ov ary 
produces 
two 
highly 
specialized hormones. One, the 
e s t r o ge n i c 
hormone, 
is 
responsib le for the growth and 
maturation of the female. The 
second hormone, progesterone, 
works 
in 
comb ination 
with 
estrogen to prepare the lining 
of the uterus, or womb , for the 
nourishment 
of 
the 
fertilized 
egg. 
Both of these hormones arc 
part of the intricate network of 
hormones 
produced 
b y 
the 
endocrine glands. All of these 
work 
in harmony with each 
other, affecting ev ery organ in 
the b ody. 
Infections, 
inflammations, 
tumors and cysts can affect one 
or b oth ov aries. There are a 
numb er of different kinds of 
ov arian cysts that may interfere 
with the proper functioning of 
the ov aries. 
When 
the 
egg 
leav es 
the 
ov ary each month, a small cyst 
remains which q uickly shrinks 
and disappears. Occasionally, a 
large 
cyst 
dev elops 
and 
is 
called a ‘‘mucous cyst.” It may 
grow 
to

without causing any symptoms. 
Sometimes, an ov arian cyst 
may b ecome twisted and show 
symptoms that closely resemb le 
an

appendicitis. 
Constant ob serv ation of known 
cysts is a good inv estment in 
health. 
When kept under the doctor’s 
care b y regular examination, its

One ov ary is sufficient to carry 
on the normal menstrual cycle, 
too.

In most instances, a cyst can 
b e remov ed without interfering 
with the normal dev elopment 
and ev entual b irth of the child. 
During the v ery early months 
of pregnancy, this operation is 
more precarious than it is after 
ihc fifth month. 
When the uterus, or womb , 
is remov ed in women ab ov e the 
child-b earing age b oth ov aries 
are

rule,

GOTEBORG, Sweden (AP) — 
A Swedish heart surgeon has 
announced a plan he says could 
make the whole idea of heart 
transplants out of date. 
His scheme: Remov e a dis­ 
eased heart from the patient, 
clean it of the diseased material 
and then replace it. 
A major difficulty with heart 
transplants is getting the b ody 
to accept the "foreign” organ. 
But replacing the patient’s own 
heart is technically simple, and 
rejection prob lems arc unlikely 
to b e encountered. 
The 
surgeon, 
Dr. 
Lewis 
Werkoe. is head of the medical 
department of Sahlgrenska Hos­ 
pital and one of Sweden’s fore­ 
most heart surgeons.

The ovaries 
are two oval­ 
shaped glands about the size of 
small plums. They lie in the 
pelvis, or the lower abdomen, 
one on each side of the womb. 
The prime functions of the 
ovaries is to produce the ovum, 
or egg, which when fertilized 
by the male sperm, starts the 
process of development of the 
child. 
In addition to this most im­ 
p o r t a n t characteristic, 
the 
ovary 
produces 
two 
highly 
specialized hormones. One, the 
e s t r o g e n i c 
hormone, 
is 
responsible for the growth and 
maturation of the female. The 
second hormone, progesterone, 
works 
in 
combination 
with 
estrogen to prepare the lining 
of the uterus, or womb, for the 
nourishment of the 
fertilized 
eg#- 
Both of these hormones are 
part of the intricate network of 
hormones 
produced 
by 
the 
endocrine glands. All of these 
work 
in harmony 
with 
each 
other, affecting every organ in 
the body. 
Infections, 
inflammations, 
tumors and cysts can affect one 
or both ovaries. There are a 
number of different kinds of 
ovarian cysts that may interfere 
with the proper functioning of 
the ovaries. 
When 
the 
egg 
leaves 
the 
ovary each month, a small cyst 
remains which quickly shrinks 
and disappears. Occasionally, a 
large 
cyst 
develops 
and 
is 
called a “mucous cyst.” It may 
grow 
to 
a 
very 
large 
size 
without causing any symptoms. 
Sometimes, an ovarian cyst 
may become twisted and show 
symptoms that closely resemble 
an 
attack 
of 
appendicitis. 
Constant observation of known 
cysts is a good investment in 
health. 
When kept under the doctor’s 
care by regular examination, its 
growth 
can 
be 
watched 
to 
d e t e r m i n e 
lf 
surgery 
is 
necessary. 
It is 
a 
misconception 
that 
women who have had one ovary 
r e m o v e d 
cannot 
become 
pregnant. 
Actually, 
only 
one 
healthy 
ovary 
is 
needed 
to 
produce the egg and the hor­ 
mones for normal pregnancy. 
One ovary is sufficient to carry’ 
on the normal menstrual cycle, 
too. 
One of the letters asked about 
the danger of a cystic ovary 
if it occurred during pregnancy. 
Such 
a 
situation 
is 
com­ 


paratively rare, but does occur. 
In most instances, a cyst can 
be removed without interfering 
with the normal development 
and eventual birth of the child. 
During the very early months 
of pregnancy, this operation is 
more precarious than it is after 
the fifth month. 
When the uterus, or womb, 
is removed in women above the 
child-bearing age both ovaries 
are 
usually 
removed 
at the 
same time. This is not a fixed 
rule, 
but 
depends 
on 
the 
judgment of the surgeon 
who 
is performing the operation. The

is 
called 
a 
“hysterectomy.”

'Cleansing' 


GOTEBORG, Sweden (AP) — 
A Swedish heart surgeon has 
announced a plan he says could 
make the whole idea of heart 
transplants out of date. 
His scheme: Remove a dis­ 
eased heart from the patient, 
clean it of the diseased m aterial 
and then replace it. 
A m ajor difficulty with heart 
transplants is getting the body 
to accept the “foreign” organ. 
But replacing the patient’s own 
heart is technically simple, and 
rejection problems are unlikely 
to be encountered. 
The 
surgeon, 
Dr. 
Lewis 
Werkoe, is head of the medical 
departm ent of Sahlgrenska Hos­ 
pital and one of Sweden’s fore­ 
m ost heart surgeons. 
He 
described 
at

news 
conference how a 
heart, re­ 
moved from the body of a 35- 
year-old m an who had died of 
coronory thrombosis, was put 
into 
a physical cleansing bath 
and was made functional again. 
But it was too late to put back 
into the body as the patient had 
been dead. 
Werkoe said it lies within the 
limits of possibility to perform 
heart cleansing operations in

undisputed evi­ 
dence 
of resentment 
in the 
white 
community 
of 
Macon 
County when he took office in 
January 1967. But Amerson— 
and some white leaders, too— 
say time and the sheriff’s con­ 
duct have erased much of the ill 
will. 
“The public attitude has real­ 
ly changed—it has changed tre­ 
mendously,” said Amerson, 35‘, 
“ and this has helped destroy a 
lot of mythologies—the feeling 
that existed among Negroes as 
well as whites that a Negro 
sheriff couldn’t get cooperaion 
from the white community and 
from 
other law 
enforcement 
agencies.” 
When Amerson was elected, 
he proclaimed a policy of color­ 
blind law enforcement in the 
county, where blacks outnum­ 
ber whites 5-1. Negroes and 
whites alike would be arrested 
if they broke the law, he said. 


There would be no discrimina­ 
tion. 
He has carried out that prom­ 
ise, says Editor Stan Jackson of 
the 
weekly 
Tuskegee 
News, 
“and the people respect him for 
it.” 
A 
former 
sheriff, 
Preston 
Hornsby—who is now probate 
judge of the county—says “I 
hear less talk of resentment ev­ 
ery day.” In fact, he adds “I 
just don’t hear much talk at 
all.” 
A white businessman, speak­ 
ing anonymously, finds the com­ 
munity 
“pretty 
well 
ac­ 
quiesced” now; “ I don’t find 
any 
real 
resentment 
any­ 
more.” 
Like many fellow officers, the 


powerfully built former Army 
MP says some recent court de­ 
cisions are ^detrimental to ef­ 
fective law enforcement.” 
Like many Southern county 
officials, Amerson draws no sal­ 
ary. He lives on fees from mak­ 
ing arrests and serving subpoe­ 
nas and other official papers. 
The county buys uniforms for 
the sheriffs force and pays the 
deputies. But the sheriff has to 
buy his own official cars, gaso­ 
line, tires—even guns. 
The fee system should be 
abolished, the sheriff says, and 
law enforcement officers should 
be paid a salary commensurate 
with the “responsibility and dig­ 
nity of the office.” 


“I can make a comfortable 
living the way it is,” he ex­ 
plains, “but I have to hump to 
do it. It just isn t good when the 
amount of money 
a sheriff 
makes depends on how many 
people he puts in jail.” 
“I get a tax deduction on gas­ 
oline,” he said, “but when I 
drive into a service station I 


have to pay the same price any 
other motorist does.” 
Amerson 
figures 
he 
could 
save money by going into the 
service 
station 
business. 
He 
could buy gas wholesale, sell it 
to himself at cost and still get 
the tax deduction. 
“I’ve thought about doing it,” 
he chuckled.

Brown, 33, was led into the mu­ 
nicipal building after being ar­ 
rested at his apartment early 
Wednesday. 
He pleaded innocent to a 
charge of felonious assault and 
to misdemeanor counts of as­ 
sault and leaving the scene of 
an accident. 
Arthur Charles Brush Sr., 52, 
lodged the complaint after iden­ 
tifying Brown through pictures 
as the driver of a car that 
struck him from behind last Fri­ 
day. 
Brush said he stood in front of 
the car to keep the man from 
driving away, but was thrown 
onto the hood when the car 
moved forward. "Brush said the 
driver stopped, got out, pried 
his hands from the windshield 
wipers, and threw him into the 
street.

“There 
will be an unremitting empha­ 
sis on sex.” 
His basic story line centered 
on the sexual exploits of one Gil­ 
lian Blake, tile female half of 
“The Billy & Gilly Show," a ra­ 
dio program featuring “Ameri­ 
ca’s sweethearts of the air.” 
McGrady set the location in 
“King’s Neck, Ixmg Island," a 
“steaming 
suburban 
jungle 
within 
sight 
of 
Manhattan’s 
brightest lights,” and asked 
each author to write one chap­ 
ter, without knowing what the 
others were doing. 
The book was written in three 
weeks and the 35-year-old col­ 
umnist was quite pleased with 
the results. 
“Everyone handed in a chap­ 
ter and most were bad enough 
to merit consideration. They 
had to be very commercial and 
very sexy; the kind of waiting 
one has come to expect of 
Jacqueline Susann (“Valley of 


the Dolls,” “The Love 
Ma­ 
chine”) over the years,” Mc­ 
Grady said. “Some of the chap­ 
ters were too good and had to be 
sent back for revisions.” 
The authors sometimes had 
problems in uniformly describ­ 
ing the characters. 
“Four 
chapters 
have 
de­ 
scribed Gillian’s body in terms 
of alabaster; two have insisted 
she is heavily tanned,” Mc­ 
Grady noted in one style memo 
to his cohorts. 
“ For future 
reference: She will be lightly 
tanned 
during 
the 
summer 
months. The word alabaster will 
be appropriate beginning mid­ 
way through November.” 
Because of other commit­ 
ments, including a reporting as­ 
signment in Vietnam, McGrady 
finished editing only half the 
book. He then turned it over to 
fellow conspirator and Newsday 
columnist, Harvey Aronson, 40, 
who finished the last half. 
In early 1968, both began put­ 
ting the finishing touches on the 


book. Last fall McGrady had his 
sister-in-law, Billie Young, a 
Long Island housewife with six 
children, pose as Penelope Ashe 
and approach a publisher with 
the manuscript. Billie also is a 
writer. 
Lyle Stuart of Lyle Stuart, 
Inc., liked the book, even before 
they filled him in on the hoax, 
and contracted to publish it. 
In the meantime, Billie has 
been appearing on talk shows as 
Penelope to boost book sales, 
sporting cliches such as, “A 
writer’s got to impale his guts 
on the typewriter.” 
Since they have to split up the 
sales money equally the authors 
will not get rich. They don’t ex­ 
pect to receive more than $4,000 
each. 
They’re also thinking of doing 
a sequel. 
“I wanted to call it ‘Son of 
Naked Came the Stranger,’ ” 
Aronson said, “but Mike came 
up with a better one; ‘Stranger 
than Naked.”
